SH.O, 70. — In pursuance of the provisions of rule 11 of 
the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service Rules, 1968, 
the Centra) Government hereby makes the following regula- 
tions further to amend the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Clerical Service (Lower Division Grade Competitive Examina- 
tion for Class IV Staff) Regulations, 1969, namely : — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Armed Forces 

Headquarters Clerical Service (Lower Division 
Oradc Competitive Examination for Class IV Staff) 
(Amendment) Regulations, 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service 
(Lower Division Grade Competitive Examination for Class 
IV Staff) Regulations, 1969 (hereinafter referred to as the 
paid Regulations), — 

(D for the words “Institute of Secretariat Training rind 
Management”, wherever they occur, the words 
“Staff Selection Commission” shall be substituted. 

(fl) for the word and figure “Class IV”, wherever they 
occur, the word and letter "Group ‘D’ ” shall be 
substituted. 
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(iii) in sub-regulation (1) of regulation 1, for the ex- 
pression “(Lower Division Grade Competitive Exa- 
mination for Class IV Staff”, the expression 
“(Lower Division Grade qualifying Examination for 
Group ‘D’ Staff)” shall be substituted. 

(tv) for clause (c) of sub-regulation (1) of regulation 2, 
the following shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(c) “examination’’ means a qualifying examination 
held by the Staff Selection Commission, for the 
appointment of Group ‘D’ employees to the Lower 
Division Grade of the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Clerical Service”. 

(v) In regulation 7, for sub-regulation (1), the following 

shall be substituted, namely 

“(1) The names of the candidates who are considered 
by the Staff Selection Commission to be suitable 
for appointment on the results of the examination 
shall be arranged in a single list on the basis of 
their seniority in the parent Group ‘D’ post and 
subject to the provisions of sub-regulation (3) 
Of regulation 8, they shall be recommended for 
appointment in that order up to the number of 
appointment decided to be made”. 

Note 1 : Where there are more than one grade in Group 
‘D* the employees holding posts in a higher grade 
should rank as seniors to others In the lower grades. 

Note 2 : In case more number of candidates than the num- 
ber of vacancies available under clause (a) under 
heading “Temporary Vacancies”, against Lower 
Division Grade in the Third Schedule to the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Clerical Service Rules, 1968, 
qualify at the examination conducted by the Staff 
Selection Commission, such excess candidates shall 
be considered for filling the vacancies arising in the 
subsequent years so that the candidates qualifying 
at an earlier examination being considered for 
appointment before those qualifying at a later 
examination." 

(vi) In regulation 8, for sub-reyulations (3) and (4), the 

following shall be substituted, namelv : — 

“(3) Save as provided in sub-regulation (4) of this 
regulation, appointments to the Lower Division 
Grade of the Service on the results of the exa- 
mination shall be made to the extent of the 
available vacancies in the order of seniority of 
the candidates in Group ‘D’, as recommended by 
the Staff Selection Commission for appointment, 
subject to the reservations provided for the candi- 
dates of the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes, Ex-Servicemen and Physically handicap- 
ped persons. In accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to lime 
in this regard, but unfilled vacancies shall not 
be carried over to the next year. 

(4) Candidates belonging to any of the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes or Ex-Servicemen 
or physically handicapped persons who are consi- 
dered by the Staff Selection Commission, to be 
suitable for annointment on the results of the 
examination with the regard to the maintenance 
of efficiency of administration, shall be elidible 
to be appointed to the vacancies reserved for them 
irrespective of their seniority in Group "D\”

— In exercise of the power conferred by the 
roviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President

Lower Grade. 


(iii) The inter-se seniority of persons referred to in sub- 
clauses (i) and (ii) above shall be in the ratio of 
1 ; 1 that is to say that the persons in these cate- 
gories shall be arranged by taking alternatively one 
person each from amongst the categories of persons 
specified in sub-clauses (D and (ii) above respectively. 

(iv) Those appointed under clause (b), in col, 3. under 
the beading ‘Temporary Vacancies", against Lower 
Division Grade (Class IIJ— Ministerial), in the Third 
Schedule to the said rules, shall rank inter-se in the 
order of merit in which they are placed at the com- 
petitive examinations on the results of which they 
are recruited, the recruits of an earlier competitive 
examination being ranked senior to those recruits 
of a later examination, 


(v) The inter-se seniority of persons referred to in sub- 
clauses (1), (iii and (iv) above shall be regulated 
according to the quotas fixed for each of the two 
group* in accordance with a roster maintained by 
tbe cadre authority, starting with one person refer- 
red to in sub-clause (i) above, followed by 9 from 
sub-clause (iv) and one person from sub-clause (in 
followed by 9 from sub-clause (iv) and so on. 


fvl) The seniority of persons qualifying for appointment 
under clause (a) (1), in column <3), under the head- 
ing “Temporary Vacancies'’, against Lower Division 


(ii) Five percent of the vacancies for appointment as 
Lower Division Clerk shall be filled on the basis 
of seniority, subject to the rejection of the unfit, 
from amongst Group ‘D’ employees who have 
passed the Matriculation or an equivalent exami- 
nation of a recognised Board or University ; 

Provided that if sufficient number of persons are not- avail- 
able, the vacancies shall b e filled in the manner prescribed in 
clause (b) : 

Provided further that if more employees than the number 
of vacancies available under this clause qualify at the qualify- 
ing examination, such excess employees shall be considered for 
filling the vacancies arising in the subsequent years so that 
the employees qualifying at an earlier examination are > con- 
sidered before those who qualify at a later examination.’
